13® it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
JJ with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

6 1. Any county council in Ireland may, with the sanction 

of the Local Government Board for Ireland, so re-model the 
Parliamentary polhug districts in the county as to make them 
co-terniinous with the electoral divisions or a group of electoral 
divisions, always provided that no interference he made with the 
10 existing boundaries of the different constituencies. 

2. Any county council in Ireland may arrange to have the 
register of voters, or any part of the register, prepared alpha- 
betically in townlands, or as regards urban districts in streets. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Polling Districts and 
15 Begistration of Voters (Ireland) Act, 1008.
